INDUSTRY 


On January 21, 1948, the Minister of Fuel and Power introduced in the House of Commons a Bill to “ provide for the 
establishment of Area Gas Boards and a Gas Council and for the exercise and performance by those Boards and that 
Council of. functions relating to the supply of gas and coke and certain other matters; for the transfer to such Boards 
as aforesaid and to the said Council of property, rights, obligations, and liabilities of gas undertakers and other persons ; 
for co-ordinating the activities of Area Gas Boards and the National Coal Board relating to carbonization ; to amend the 
law. relating to the supply of gas ; to make certain consequential provision as to income tax; and for purposes connected 
with the matters aforesaid.” The Bill, with its four schedules, runs to 100 pages, which fact, in the circumstances of to-day, 
precludes its publication in extenso in our pages. The measure is, of course, of vital import, and we have abstracted what 
we hope will be regarded as the leading essentials to a balanced comprehension of what the Bill implies. Our abstract is 
factual—the Bill was published late on Friday last—and is in no sense a commentary. Our columns are open to views 

and comment. 


HE purpose of the Bill is to provide for the organization, 
under public ownership, of the Gas Industry- in Great 
Britain. 

Twelve Area Boards are to be established. 


[The: Gas Supply Areas are dealt with in a White Paper, 
Cmd. 7313, and are defined and amplified on later pages of 
the “ JOURNAL.” ] 


The duties of these Boards will be to develop and main- 

tain: — 
(a) An efficient, co-ordinated, and economical system 
of gas supply ; 
(b) the efficient and economical production of coke. 
The Boards may manufacture and sell products derived from 
carbonization. 

In carrying out capital development and reorganization, 
each Area Board is to act in accordance with a general pro- 
gramme settled with the approval of the Minister after con- 
sultation with the Gas Council. In connexion with such 
programmes, Area Boards are to consult with the National 
Coal Board if the latter is engaged in carbonization in their 
area ; conversely, in such areas the National Coal Board are 
to consult Area Boards on their carbonization programmes. 

The Boards are also charged with the duties of promoting 
the welfare, health and safety of persons in their employment, 
reducing so far as practicable the price of gas and coke and 
avoiding undue preference. 

A Council, to be known as the Gas Council, is to be estab- 
lished to advise the Minister on such questions as he may 
refer to them and to promote and assist the efficient exercise 
and performance by Area Boards of their functions. 


The Gas Council 


The Gas Council shall have power— 

(a) to manufacture plant required by Area Boards, to sell 
or supply such plant to Area Boards, and to install, 
repair, maintain, or remove such plant; 

(b) to manufacture gas fittings except for export, and to 
sell or supply such fittings. 

Every Area Board shall afford to the Gas Council facilities 
for obtaining information with respect to the property and 
activities of the Area Board, and furnish the Gas Council with 
returns, accounts, and other information with respect thereto, 


and afford to the Gas Council facilities for the verification of 
information furnished, in such manner and at such times as the 
Gas Council may require. 

The Gas Council shall have power to do anything and to 
enter into any transaction (whether or not involving the expendi- 
ture, the borrowing in accordance with the provisions of this 
Act or the lending of money, the acquisition of any property or 
rights or the disposal of any property or rights not in their opinion 
required for the proper exercise or performance of their func- 
tions) which in their opinion is calculated to facilitate the exercise 
= performance of their functions or is incidental or conducive 
thereto. 


Area Boards and the Gas Council are to have power to 
manufacture plant and gas appliances, except for export. 


Constitution of Gas Council and Area Boards 


Every Area Board shall be constituted as follows:— 

(a) The chairman and not less than five nor more than 
seven other members shall be appointed by the Minister 
from among persons appearing to him to be qualified 
as having had experience of, and shown capacity in, 
gas supply, local government, industrial, commercial, or 
financial matters, applied science, administration, or the 
organization of workers; and 

(b) there shall be one other member who shall be the 
person for the time being holding the office of chairman 
of the Gas Consultative Council. [See later.] 


The Gas Council shall be constituted as follows :— 

(a) The chairman and a deputy chairman shall be appointed 
by the Minister from among persons appearing to him 
to be qualified as having had experience of, and shown 
capacity in, gas supply, industrial, commercial, or finan- 
cial matters, applied science, administration, or the 
organization of workers; and 

(b) the remaining members shall be the persons for the time 
being holding the office of chairman of an Area Board. 


A person shall be disqualified for being appointed or being 

a member of any Area Board or the Gas Council so long as 
he is a member of the Commons House of Parliament. 
. There shall be paid to the members of each of the Area Boards 
and to the members of the Gas Council such remuneration 
(whether by way of salaries or fees) and such allowances as may 
be determined by the Minister with the approval of the Treasury, 
and, on the retirement or death of any member in whose case 
it may be so determined to make such provision, such a pension 
to or in respect of that member as may be so determined. 
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Any such remuneration, allowances and pensions as aforesaid 
shall be paid by the Area Board concerned or, as the case may 
be, the Gas Council. : 


Research and Training 


The Gas Council is to settle, in consultation with the 
Minister, a general programme of research and to secure the 
carrying-out of that programme by themselves or by other 
persons, including Area Boards. Area Boards are to make 
provision for the training and education of employees subject 
to co-ordination by the Gas Council. 

The Minister may give to Area Boards generally or to 
a particular Area Board or to the Gas Council such directions 
of a general character as to the exercise and performance 
by those Boards or that Board or the Gas Council of their 
functions as appear to the Minister to be requisite in the 
national interest, and they shall give effect to any such 
directions : 


Provided that— 

(a) before giving any such direction, being a direction 
given generally to all Area Boards, the Minister shall 
consult with the Gas Council ; and 

(b) before giving any such direction to a particular Area 
Board or to the Gas Council, the Minister shall con- 
sult with the Board or Council, as the case may be. 


Every Area Board and the Gas Council shall afford to the 
Minister facilities for obtaining information with respect to 
the property and activities of the Board or Council, and 
furnish him with returns, accounts and other information with 
respect thereto, and afford to him facilities for the verifica- 
tion of information furnished, in such manner and at such 
times as he may require. 


Consultative Councils 


A Consultative Council is to be established for the area of 
each Area Board. The Council shall consist of a chairman 
appointed by the Minister and not less than 20 nor more 
than 30 other members appointed by the Minister of whom— 

(a) not less than half shall be appointed from a panel of 
persons nominated from among members of local 
authorities in the area by such associations as appear 
to the Minister to represent those authorities ; and 

(5b) the remainder shall be appointed, after consultation 
with such bodies as the Minister thinks fit, to repre- 
sent commerce, industry, labour and the general 
interests of consumers of gas and other persons or 
organizations interested in the development of gas in 
the area. 


It will be the duty of a Council to consider any matter 
affecting the supply of gas in their area and to notify their 
conclusions to the Area Board. The Council will have the 
right to make representations to the Minister, and the Minister 
may refer any representation on a general matter to an 
impartial person for inquiry and report. 


Transfer of Undertakings 


_On a date to be appointed by the Minister, the assets and 
liabilities of persons carrying on gas undertakings are to vest 
in the Area Boards as follows :— 


(1) In the case of— 


(a) a company or joint board of local authori- 
ties carrying on a statutory gas undertaking ; 

(b) a company carrying on a non-statutory gas 
undertaking which is the whole or main part of the 
company’s business ; or 

(c) a holding company which is not a statutory 
Or non-statutory gas undertaker, but three-quarters 
of whose assets at the date of the last audited balance 
sheet of the company before Jan. 1 comprised 
interests in subsidiary companies carrying on gas 
undertakings ; 

all the assets and liabilities of the company or joint 
board will vest. 


(2) In the case of— 
(a) a local authority ; 
(b) a firm or individual ; 
(c) a person carrying on a non-statutory under- 
taking which is not the whole or main part of his 
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business but the gas from which is supplied in the 
main to the public (hereinafter referred to as 
ancillary gas undertakers) ; or 
(d) an Electricity Board ; 
the assets and liabilities of the gas undertaking only 
will vest. 
Provision is made for composite companies (i.e., companies 
operating statutory water as well as gas undertakings) to 
have the option to vest as a whole or to transfer only the 
assets and liabilities of their gas undertakings. 

The holders of securities (which includes debentures but 
not mortgages unless they are quoted on the London Stock 
Exchange) of any undertaker, all of whose assets and liabilities 
are to be transferred, are to be compensated by the issue to 
them by the Gas Council of British Gas Stock of such amount 
as in the opinion of the Treasury is of a value equal at or 
about the vesting date to the value of the securities. 

The value of any securities for this purpose in the case of 
quoted securities is to be deemed to be the average Stock 
Exchange value on certain dates, and in other cases is to be 
agreed or determined by arbitration. Securities recently 
issued are to be valued at the price of issue. 


Compensation 


Where securities of any class were quoted in the Stock Ex- 
change Official Daily List on all six of the following dates, that 
is to say, the 13th, 14th, 15th, 16th, 17th, and 20th days of 
October, 1947, and were also quoted in the said list or in the 
Stock Exchange Daily Supplementary List on any of the follow- 
ing dates, that is to say, Feb, 15, March 15, April 16, May 15, 
June 15, and July 16, 1945 the value of securities of that class 
shall be deemed to be either— 

(a) the average of the mean of the quotations for securities 
of that class appearing in the said Stock Exchange 
Official Daily List on the said dates in 1947, or 

(b) the average of the mean of the quotations for securities 
of that class appearing in the said Stock Exchange 
Official Daily List or the said Stock Exchange Daily 
Supplementary List on the said dates in the year 1945 
on which a quotation therefor so appeared, 

whichever is the higher, such addition, if any, being made to 
the higher average as is necessary to make it a complete multiple 
of one penny. 

Where there has been at any time after the last relevant 
quotation date a fresh issue of securities of that class, the value 
of every security of that class shall be deemed to be the average 
of the values of all the securities of that class calculated on the 
basis that— : ; 

{a) the value of each of the securities comprised in that 
issue is the price at which it was issued, and 

(b) the value of the remaining securities is the value which 
those securities had or would have had immediatel) 
before the issue took place. 

Where, at any time after the last relevant quotation date an) 
securities have been converted into securities of a different 
nominal value— 

(a) the value of those securities as so converted shall be 

med to be a value bearing to the value which the 
securities had or would have had immediately before 
the conversion took place the same proportion as the 
nominal value of the securities as converted bears to 
the nominal value of the securities immediately before 
the conversion took place ; and 

(b) the foregoing shall apply to any fresh issue of securities 
which have been converted as aforesaid, but if a part 
only of a class of securities has been converted as afore- 
said, the converted securities shall be treated as securi- 
ties of a different class from that of the unconverted 
securities. 

Where a new class of securities— 

(a) has been issued at any time after Oct. 20, 1947; or 

(b) has been issued at any time after Dec. 31, 1945, on terms 
and conditions approved by the Minister and for the 
purpose of raising money for purposes so approved ; 

the value of securities of that class shall be deemed to be the 
price at which they were issued. 

If securities of any class have been disposed of by public 
auction or tender, the price of issue of those securities shall be 
deemed— 

(a) if the holder of the securities is the person who originall) 
acquired them or his successor in title other than a 
purchaser for value, to be the price which he originall\ 
paid for them; 

(6) in any other case, to be the average price obtained \ 
the undertaker for securities of that class so disposed of. 

An addition may be made to the Stock Exchange value for 
compensation purposes in certain cases where companies have 
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suffered substantial reductions in the sale of gas in 1944 as 
compared with 1938 by reason of war damage or the transfer 
of population from causes arising out of the war. 


Companies and joint boards the whole of whose assets 
and liabilities are to be transferred under the Bill are to be 
dissolved on the vesting date and “stockholders’ representa- 
tives” are to be appointed to represent interests of holders of 
securities after dissolution. 


The payment, pursuant to a resolution passed after Jan. 23, 
1948, of dividends and interest on the securities of companies 
the whole of whose assets and liabilities are to be vested is 
limited to permitted maxima. Transactions entered into after 
that date resulting in the dissipation of assets may be re- 
opened. 


Local Authorities 


Local Authorities are to receive payments from the Area 
Boards to cover the interest and sinking fund charges on the 
outstanding debts of their gas undertakings and a share of a 
global sum of £2,000,000 allocated for distribution as addi- 
tional compensation for the severance of the gas undertakings 
from the other activities of the authorities. 


Composite Companies 


Where the gas undertaking only of a composite company 
vests the company will receive proportionate compensation 
together with an amount by way of compensation for sever- 
ance. 

Clause 29 of the Bill deals with this question in part, as 
follows : — 

There shall be ascertained the proportion which the average 
net revenue earned by the gas undertaking of the company in 
respect of the last three complete financial years before Jan. i. 
1948, bears to the average net revenue earned in respect of those 
years by the company’s undertaking as a whole ; 
the amount of the compensation shall be the aggregate of the 
following amounts— 

(i) an amount bearing to the aggregate value of the securi- 
ties the same proportion as the average net revenue of the 
gas undertaking bears to the average net revenue of the 
company’s undertaking as a whole, and 

(ii) an amount, by way of compensation in respect of the 
severance of the gas undertaking from the remainder of 
the company’s undertaking, consisting of a sum of three 
pounds for each complete 1,000 therms which, in accordance 
with the annual-return made by the company under section 
15 of the Gas Regulation Act, 1920, were sold by the com- 
pany during the year 1947. 

The right of a composite company to compensation under 
this section shall be satisfied by the issue to the company by 
the Gas Council of British Gas Stock. ; 

Compensation for the transfer of the gas undertakings 
of ancillary gas undertakers and of firms and individuals 
is to be an amount agreed between the Area Board and the 
undertaker, or failing agreement to, be determined by 
arbitration. 


Financial Provisions 


It is to be the duty of each Area Board to secure that 
their revenues are not less than sufficient to meet their out- 
goings properly chargeable to revenue account taking one 
year with another. 

_ The Gas Council are to be empowered to create and 
issue British Gas Stock for borrowing money for capital pur- 
poses of that Council and the Area Boards and the Council 
and Boards are to be enabled to raise temporary loans. 

_ The total sum outstanding at any time in respect of stock 
issued (otherwise than for the purpose of paying compensa- 
tion) and in respect of temporary loans raised, excluding 
borrowing for the redemption of stock or for the repayment 
of temporary loans, is not to exceed £250,000,000. This 
sum of £250,000,000 will be required for the construction of 
plant in the future and the development of distribution net- 
works, and so on. 

The British Gas Stock, which the Gas Council are to 
be authorized to issue for satisfying rights to compensation 
Is to be guaranteed by the. Treasury, and stock issued for 
borrowing may also be guaranteed as may temporary loans. 

The Treasury are to lay before Parliament a statement of 
any guarantee given; any sums required by the Treasury 
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for fulfilling a guarantee are to be charged on the Consoli- 
dated Fund 

Where the Gas Council issue British Gas Stock for 
satisfying rights to compensation, or borrow money by the 
issue of British Gas Stock, they are to determine in accord- 
ance with a scheme settled by them with the Minister the 
shares in which the ultimate responsibility for meeting obliga- 
tions in respect of that stock is to be borne by the Area 
Boards, or, in certain circumstances, by the Gas Council. 

The Area Boards are to meet the interest and sinking fund 
charges attributable to the stock for which they are ultimately 
responsible, and they are to contribute to the cost of issuing 
and managing such stock incurred by the Gas Council. 

Area Boards are also to contribute such sums as the 
Council, with the approval of the Minister, determine 
towards meeting the expenses of the Gas Council (other than 
those in respect of the manufacture of plant or gas fittings). 

Each Area Board must establish and maintain a 
general reserve fund which can only be used for the purposes 
ot that Board. 

The Gas Council are required to maintain a central 
guarantee fund, not exceeding £5,000,000 to which Area 
Boards (and, in certain circumstances, the Gas Council) are 
to contribute such sums as the Gas Council with the 
approval of the Minister and the Treasury from time to 
time determine. 

The fund is (a) to meet obligations which Area Boards 
or the Gas Council have been unable temporarily to dis- 
charge in respect of interest and sinking fund charges on 
British Gas Stock, or temporary loans, or payments by way 
of compensation to local authorities, and (5) to enable re- 
payment to be made where Treasury guarantees have had to 
be fulfilled. So long as any Area Board continue in default 
on such obligations the Gas Council may, with the approval 
of the Minister, issue directions to that Area Board. 

The accounts of the Area Boards and the Gas Council 
are to be audited by auditors appointed by the Minister and 
an annual statement of these accounts is to be laid before 
Parliament. 


The Area Boards and the National Coal Board 


The National Coal Board and any Area Board in whose 
area the National Coal Board are engaged in activities 
relating to carbonization shall consult together with a view 
to the submission to the Minister of an agreed scheme or 
schemes for securing the co-ordination in the national 
interest of the activities of the two Boards relating to 
carbonization and any such scheme may provide for co- 
ordinating arrangements for the marketing of products of 
those activities, and for any incidental and supplementary 
matters, including financial arrangements, for which 
provision appears to the Boards to be necessary or expedient. 

If the National Coal Board and any such Area Board are 
unable to reach agreement on a scheme to be submitted to the 
Minister, the Minister may direct the two Boards to submit 
separate schemes, and he may approve one or other of those 
separate schemes, with or without modification, or may, after 
considering, himself make a scheme providing for the matters 
aforesaid. 

The Minister may, if and in so far as it appears to him to be 
necessary or expedient for the purpose of giving effect to any 
agreed scheme submitted to him make provision by order for 
imposing duties or conferring powers on the two Boards or on 
either of them or for any other matters for which provision 
appears to the Minister to be necessary or expedient. 

Where it appears to the Minister with’ respect to any property 
used for the purposes of any activity to which a scheme applies 
that it is expedient in the national interest that the property 
should be transferred from one of the Boards concerned to the 
other and that the agreement of both Boards to that transfer 
cannot be obtained, he may cause an inquiry to be held into 
the matter by a competent and impartial person or committee 
of persons, and after considering the report of that person or 
committee, which shall be published by the Minister, he may by 
order provide— 

(a) for the transfer from one Board to the other of the 
property in question and of such rights, liabilities, and 
obligations acquired or incurred in connexion with the 
use of that property as may be specified in the order 
or determined thereunder; 

(b) for the payment of compensation by the Board to whom 
the property is transferred to the other Board; 

(c) for any supplementary or consequential matters for which 
provision appears to the Minister to be necessary or 
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expedient, including any of the matters for which pro- 
vision may be made on the transfer by order of property, 
rights, liabilities, and obligations from one Area Board 
to another. h 
Such an order shall be made by statutory instrument, and shall 
not be made unless a draft thereof has been laid before Parlia- 
ment and has been approved by resolution of each House of 
Parliament. 


Miscellaneous Provisions 


No person other than Area Boards may, after the vesting 
date, except with the consent of the Area Board in whose 
area the supply is to be given, provide supplies of gas, other 
than for their own use or for the use of an associated com- 
pany. Any person manufacturing gas may require an Area 
Board to take gas surplus to his requirements, where this is 
reasonably practicable and economical, and Area Boards can 
require surplus gas to be supplied to them. 

Area Boards are to charge for gas by the therm. Subject 
to this they are to fix their own tariffs, but no undue prefer- 
ence is to be shown. A tariff fixed by an Area Board may 
include a standing charge in addition to the charge for the 
actual gas supplied. 

The function of examining and stamping meters is to be 
transferred from county and borough councils and justices 
to the Minister, and all their equipment for examining and 
stamping meters is to vest in the Minister subject to com- 
pensation. 

The testing of gas is to be carried out by gas examiners 
appointed and paid by the Minister ; the cost of this service 
will be repaid to him by the Gas Council. The standards of 
gas quality are to be prescribed by the Minister. 


Repeal of Acts 


Most of the public general Acts relating to the Gas Indus- 
try are repealed, but such of the provisions of these Acts as 
are appropriate to the new organization are re-enacted in a 
modified form as a code in the Third Schedule to the Bill.

Employment, Pension Rights, &c. 


Provision is to be made by regulations for the terms and 
conditions of the employment of staff, pension rights, and 
compensation to displaced staff. The Bill reads: — 

(1) Except so far as they are satisfied that adequate machinery 
exists for achieving the purposes of this section,— 

(a) it shall be the duty of the Gas Council to seek con- 
sultation with any organisation appearing to them to 
be appropriate with a view to the conclusion between 
the Gas Council and that organization of such agree- 
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ments as appear to the parties to be desirable with re- 
spect to the establishment and maintenance of machinery 
for the settlement by negotiation of terms and conditions 
of employment of persons employed by Area Boards 
and the Gas Council, with provision for reference to 
arbitration in default of such settlement in such cases as 
may be determined by or under the agreements; and 
(b) it shall be the duty of each Area Board and of the Gas 
Council to seek consultation with any organization 
appearing to them to be appropriate with a view to the 
conclusion between that Area Board or the Gas Council, 
as the case may be, and that organisation of such agree- 
ments as appear to the parties to be desirable with re- 
spect to the establishment and maintenance of 
machinery for the promotion and encouragement of 
measures affecting the safety, health and welfare of 
persons employed by the Board or Council and the 
discussion of other matters of mutual interest to the 
Board or Council and such persons, including efficiency 
in the operation of the services of the Board or Council. 


Co-Partnership 


Co-partnership schemes are to be dealt with as follows : — 

(a) the trustees appointed for the purposes of the scheme 
shall distribute any assets held by them for those 
purposes to the persons beneficially entitled thereto, 
and shall take any other steps necessary for winding 
up the scheme ; 

(b) the scheme and any local enactment relating thereto 
— cease to have effect as from the vesting date ; 
an 

(c) compensation shall be payable in respect of any loss 
any loss of rights under the scheme. 


Compensation of Officers 


The Minister shall by regulations require every Area Board 
and the Gas Council to pay, in such cases, and to such extent 
as may be specified in the regulations, compensation to officers 
of any undertaker’ whose property, rights, liabilities and 
obligations vest by virtue of this Act in the Board or Council 
and officers employed whole-time for the purpose of admin- 
istering undertakings or parts of undertakings of undertakers 
to whom the Act applies, being officers who suffer loss of 
employment or loss or diminution of emoluments or pension 
rights in consequence of the vesting, or in consequence of the 
subsequent transfer from one Area Board to another or from 
the Gas Council to an Area Board or the subsequent disposal 
in any other manner, of any such property, rights, liabilities 
or obligations, or who suffer any loss of rights under any such 
scheme as co-partnership. 

Regulations made shall, in such cases and to such extent as 
may be specified in the regulations, extend to persons who would 
have been within the category but for any war service in which 
they have been engaged. 

Different regulations may be made in relation to different 
classes of persons, and any such regulations may be so framed as 
to have effect as from a date prior to the making thereof, so, 
however, that so much of any regulations as provides that any 
provision thereof is to have effect as from a date earlier than the 
making thereof shall not place any person other than an Area 
Board or the Gas Council in a worse position than he would 
have been in if the regulations had been made to have effect 
only as from the date of the making thereof. 

Regulations made— 

(a) shall prescribe the procedure to be followed in making 
claims for compensation, and the manner in which and 
the person by whom the question whether any or what 
oo i emg is payable is to be determined; 
an ' 

(b) may im particular contain provisions enabling appeals 
from any determination as to whether any or what com- 
pensation is payable to be brought, in such cases and 
subject to such conditions as may be Yer yin by the 
regulations, before a referee or board of referees ap- 
pointed by the Minister of Labour and National Service, 
after consultation with the Lord Chancellor or, where 
the proceedings are to be held in Scotland, after con- 
sultation with the Secretary of State. 


Twelve Gas Supply Areas 


Under the Bill, the Gas Industry is to be organized under 12 
Area Gas Boards. Table A-indicates broadly the extent of the 
Areas and the map shows the boundaries to which Table A refers. 
Figures for the size, population and gas supply of each Area are 
given in Table B. 
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As in the scheme for the 14 Electricity Areas, the division of the 
country is based on a number of factors, geographical, sociological, 
administrative, and technical. A common element in both schemes is 
that most of the areas have as their nucleus at least one of the great 
urban and industrial districts where the larger part of the consumption 
of gas and electricity takes place. 

The Heyworth Committee in 1945 recommended the transfer of all 
the gas undertakings of the country to 10 Regional Boards, and they 
suggested a scheme of regions. They indicated the principles on 
which they had delineated the regions, namely: the regions should be 
suitable for the purposes of the Industry and for the proposed organiza- 
tion: they should command sufficient resources: each region should 
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Board. The layout of existing coke oven gas grids in the Yorkshire 
and North Midlands Areas has determined the boundary between those 
areas. 

Finally, London presents a special problem for gas, as for all other 
services. Nearly a quarter of the gas supply of Great Britain is 
concentrated in Greater London and a single Greater London Area 
for gas, which the Heyworth Committee recommended, would be 
out of line with the other areas (10.6 million population and 90 thousand 
million cu.ft. of gas supply in 1946). The River Thames is, at present, 
an important boundary between gas supply systems; under the pro- 
posals of the Bill, it will be the boundary between the South-Eastern 
Area, extending from South London to the coast, and the North 
Thames Area, corresponding approximately to the present supply 
limits of the Gas Ligh tand Coke Company. The outer portions of 
North and West London will provide urban backing for the Eastern 
and South Midlands Areas.

allow of easy contact between its headquarters and all its parts: 
any large commercial centre should lie wholly within one region: 
each region should contain some units of adequate size and of high 
efficiency: boundaries should create the minimum of inter-regional 
problems. 

These principles have been followed in settling the areas proposed 
under the Bill, though in certain respects the actual areas proposed 
differ from those suggested by the Heyworth Committee. Moreover- 
the Committee did not attempt to indicate the boundaries in exact 
detail, and in the scheme now proposed, they have, as far as possible, 
been drawn through lightly populated districts so as to avoid the split- 
ting of existing gas supply networks. 

Another important general principle, which has been followed, is 
that areas should, as far as possible, be natural areas with a strong local 
outlook and interests. For this reason, Wales is a single area under 
the Bill, although the Heyworth Committee suggested that Wales 
should be divided. Scotland is a single area for gas, both under the 
Bill and in the Heyworth Report. 

A special feature of the Gas Industry is that, although there is no 
national grid, there are local grids, e.g., in London and elsewhere 
and the coke oven gas grids in the coalfields. Grids of the latter type 
may be developed in the future, for instance under arrangements 
for co-ordination between Area Gas Boards and the National Coal

Charging for Gas 


Subject to the following provisions of the section of the 
Bill (No. 50) dealing with gas charges, every Area Board 
shall charge for the gas supplied by them according to the 
number of therms supplied, such number to be calculated in 
the prescribed manner on the basis of the declared calorific 
value of the gas. 


Where, immediately before the vesting date, charges for 
gas supplied from any gas-works belonging to any undertaker 
to whom the Act applies were being made by some method 
other than according to the number of therms supplied, the 
Area Board may, for a period not exceeding five years from 
the vesting date, continue to charge for gas supplied from 
those gas-works by that other method, and the Minister may, if 
it appears to him that it would be impracticable or unecono- 
mical to require the Area Board to adopt the method of 
charge specified in the preceding subsection in relation to 
gas supplied from any such gas-works, authorize the Board 
to continue to use the said other method of charge after the 
expiration of the said five years. 


Regulations shall— 


(a) make provision as to the time when the manner in 
which the calorific value of gas supplied by Area 
Boards is to be declared and is to be brought to the 
notice of consumers and as to the time when any 
such declaration is to take effect ; and 

(b) provide for the adjustment of charges for gas in 
cases where an alteration in the declared calorific 
value occurs in the course of a period for which 
such charges are made: 

Provided that any declaration of the calorific value of gas 
supplied from any gas-works of an undertaker being a 
declaration in force immediately before the vesting date, 
shall continue in force in relation to gas supplied from those 
gas-works until it is replaced by a declaration made under 
the said regulations. 

Subject to the following provisions the prices to be 
charged by an Area Board for the supply of gas by them 
shall be in accordance with such tariffs as may be fixed 
from time to time by them, and those tariffs shall be so 
framed as to show the methods by which and the principles 
on which the charges are to be made as well as the prices 
which are to be charged, and shall be published in such 
manner as in the opinion of the Area Board will secure 
adequate publicity for them: 


Provided that— 
(a) the tariffs in force immediately before the vesting 
date in respect of gas supplied from any gas-works 
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of an undertaker to whom the Act_applies shall 
remain in force in respect of gas supplied by an 
Area Board from those gas-works, until varied or 
replaced by tariffs fixed in accordance with this 
section ; and 

(b) nothing in this sub-section shall affect any special 
agreement for the supply of gas in force immedi- 
ately before the vesting date. 


A tariff fixed by an Area Board under the last preceding 
sub-section may include a standing charge in addition to the 
charge for the actual gas supplied and may also include a 
rent or other charge in respect of any gas meter or gas fittings 
provided by the Board on the premises of the consumer. 


Notwithstanding anything in the preceding provisions of 
this section, an Area Board may enter into a special agree- 
ment with any consumer for the supply of gas to him on 
such terms as may be specified in the agreement: 


Provided that an Area Board shall not enter into such 
agreements except in cases where the tariffs in force are not 
appropriate owing to special circumstances. 


An Area Board, in fixing tariffs and making agreements 
under this section, shall not show undue preference to any 
person or class of persons and shall not exercise any undue 
discrimination against any person or class of persons. 


Charges on the Exchequer 


The financial effect of the Bill is as follows— 


(1) A charge may arise on the Consolidated Fund by 
reason of the giving of the guarantees referred to in 
the Bill; any money so- issued will be repayable 
by the Gas Council. 


(2) Charges on votes arise in respect of— 

(a) the remuneration, allowances and expenses of 
stockholders’ representatives to be appointed. 

(6) the remuneration and allowances of the 
Auditors appointed by the Minister ; 

(c) the remuneration, allowances and pensions 
of the meter examiners to be appointed by the 
Minister ; 

(d) compensation for meter testing apparatus and 
equipment ; 

(e) the remuneration, allowances, and pensions 
of the gas examiners to be appointed by the 
Minister ; 

(f) the fees and allowances of referees and 
allowances to witnesses in the case of certain 
appeals ; 

(g) the remuneration, allowances and expenses 
of the arbitration tribunal and of any officers 
appointed by the tribunal and of any person to 
whom proceedings are referred by them; 

(h) general administrative expenses of the 
Minister and other Departments. 


The sums involved cannot at present be estimated but 
will not be substantial. Those mentioned in (a) and (5) 
will be recoverable from the appropriate Area Boards and 
those mentioned in (e) and (g) will be recoverable from the 
Gas Council. 


Position of Gas Engineers and Senior Staffs 


A representative deputation from the Gas Engineers’ National 
Guild last week met the Permanent Under-Secretary of the Ministry 
of Fuel and Power, Sir Donald Ferguson, and other senior officials, 
regarding the position under Gas Industry nationalization of gas en- 
gineers, gas managers, their deputies, and other senior gas executives. 

A general and satisfactory discussion took place on many questions 
raised by the Guild.

The Town Clerk of Bradford, Mr. W. H. Leathem, has made the 
following comment on a report from the Ministry of Health that no 
decision had yet been reached on Bradford Corporation’s application 
for a Provisional Order to permit the use of Gas Department reserves 
in meeting the Bradford Centenary celebrations deficit:

With regard to the report 
of the Ministry’s inspector, this had no doubt already been made and 
considered by the Minister before he arrived at the decision mentioned. 
It is a report to the Minister and I should not expect to be permitted 
to see it. It has not been sent to me, and I see no reason why it 
should be. To the best of my knowledge*the matter is proceeding 
In the ordinary way, and [ have no reason to anticipate anything 
Other than a successful conclusion.”

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News in Brief 


The Tender of West’s Gas Improvement Co., Ltd., for re-setting 
two beds of vertical retorts has been provisionally accepted by the 
Darlington Corporation. 


Darlington Corporation has expressed its gratitude to employees in 
the Gas Department for maintaining gas output, which has meant the 
working of a considerable amount of overtime in recent weeks. 


The West Gas Improvement Company of America, Inc. (the New 
York Company associated with West’s Gas Improvement Co., Ltd., 
of. Manchester), has changed its address to 90, Broad Street, New 
York 4, New York. 


Mr. H. J. Risby, Engineer and Manager of the Southport Gas 
Department, reports that gas consumption in December showed an 
increase of 1.43% over December, 1946, owing to industrial users 
going over to gas rather than use solid fuel. 


Gas Lighting is to be Installed by the Newcastle-on-Tyne Corpora- 
tion in 150 permanent houses and 231 temporary houses as a temporary 
measure owing to the long delay in getting electric lighting on account 
of the cable shortage. The installation work will be done by direct 
labour.

Bradford Gas Department has in hand a £1,000,000 extension scheme> 
Sites are being cleared for the installation of a new water gas plant: 
capable of producing 2,500,000 cu.ft. a day, and a purifying plant 
When the extensions are completed, probably not before 1951, Bradford 
will have the largest single gas-works in Yorkshire, with a manu- 
facturing capacity of 19,000,000 cu.ft. a day. 


Alresford Chamber of Trade has organized a petition from gas 
consumers in the town to the Minister of Fuel and Power in an endea- 
vour to obtain a reduction in the price of gas. As reported in the 
** JOURNAL ” of Jan. 7, the Alresford Gas Company (a subsidiary of 
Associated Gas and Water Undertakings, Ltd.) recently increased the 
price of gas by 2s. 2d. per 1,000 cu.ft., bringing the charge up to 
9s. 11d., one of the highest in the country. 


Complaints regarding the poor quality of coal being supplied have 
“been made by the Kirkcaldy Gas Department. The undertaking was 


recently down to less than an hour’s supply because of the quality of - 


coal sent by certain Fife pits to the works. The National Coal Board 
is trying to find a better supply at other Fife collieriies. Mr. Dickson, 
Engineer and Manager, has expressed the view that Fife coal in general 
is not suitable for gas making, and that Lothians and Lanarkshire 
coal is better for this purpose. 


A Report submitted to the Stockton-on-Tees Corporation on the 
future of the Gas Industry stated that the Corporation’s Gas Depart- 
ment supplied gas for most of the North Tees area. Owing to the 
increasing demand large additions were being made. Referring to 
the possibility of a gas grid, the report stated that provision would 
have to be made throughout the region for gas-works to feed directly 
into the gas grid. It was possible that one of the gas-works would 
be situated in the North Tees area. . 


The Ministry of Fuel and Power has granted the request of the Skeg- 
ness Urban District Council for an increase in the amount of coke 
available for small sales. It was reported to a meeting of the Gas 
Committee that the proportion available had been raised from 3% 
to5%. Pointing out that the gas undertaking was authorized to raise 
the price of gas to cover increases caused by higher coal costs, the 
Gas Engineer said that the net figure for Skegness would be about £150. 
Consumption, however, was rising and might well off-set the increased 
costs. The Committee agreed that no alteration in prices should be 
made at present. 


To Offset the Rising Price of Coal and to avoid a further increase 
in the price of gas, Blackpool Finance Committee is considering the 
cancellation of the cash discounts system on quarterly accounts. A 
saving of approximately £12,000 a year is anticipated from about 
20,000 consumers. To meet the extra cost, an official states, an appli- 
cation would most probably have to be made to the Ministry of Fuel 
and Power for sanction to charge consumers more if the cancellation 
of cash discounts is not approved. The discount system has been in 
operation at Blackpool for many years, and is considered by several 
members of the Town Council as one of the best incentives for people 
to pay their accounts promptly. 


The Telephone Numbers of the Midland Counties Coke Association 
have been changed and are now MIDland 5383, 5384, and 5385 
(three lines). 


Princess Elizabeth has decided to have a gas cooker installed at 
Clarence House, and her Private Secretary has written to the County 
Clerk of Argyll stating that Her Royal Highness would be grateful 
if the set of aluminium cooking utensils which is to form part of the 
a present from the County would be of a kind suitable for 
such a stove. 


Councillor Miss Hilda Dormer, Mayor of Loughborough, performed 
on Jan. 24 the ceremony of turning on the gas supply from the Lough- 
borough Gas Department to the neighbouring town of Shepshed, 
which is to receive a minimum supply of 50,000 cu.ft. of gas each day. 
The Ministry of Fuel and Power has authorized the bulk supply 
scheme owing to the inability of Shepshed gas-works to meet present 
demands. : 


Newcastle-on-Tyne Corporation is spending £300 per annum renewing 
panes in street gas lamps which have been wilfully damaged. Last 
April the Corporation obtained 2,000 panes of glass, but these have 
been used up, and the Corporation has no further stocks. In addition, 
considerable damage is being done to gas mantles, and owing to the 
difficulty of obtaining supplies of both mantles and panes, many gas 
lamps are having to be left out of commission. 


So Satisfactory is the financial position of the Wombwell Gas 
Department that not only is there to be no increase in the price of 
gas, but by wise spending a substantial reserve has been built up. 
New plant has been installed and old plant renovated. Since the 
March quarter, 1946, the price of gas to consumers has been reduced 
by 0.54d. per therm, an increased rebate has been allowed, and water 
heaters have ranked for rebate as well as cookers. 


Reference Was Made in last week’s note on the centenary of the 
Romford Gas Company to the development of a London County — 
Council estate, ultimately to embrace over 8,500 dwellings and an 
area of several acres set aside for light industries. By an unfortunate 
error the Dagnam Park Estate was referred to as the “ Dagenham 
Park Estate.” Dagenham is a township in close proximity to Romford 
and Hornchurch, but has no connexion with the Dagnam Park Estate. 


British Tyre and Rubber Co., Ltd.—Profits for the year ended 
Sept. 30, before taxation but after depreciation, amounted to 
£664,536 (against £313,129 for the previous year). Income tax 
required £330,000 (£122,000). Provision is made of £25,000 
(£12;500) for special depreciation and £13,514 (£40,000) for 
deferred repairs. The sum of £40,000 (£25,000) is reserved for 
contingencies ; £100,000 (£25,000) is placed to general reserve ; and 
£20,000 (nil) to employees’ benefit reserve. Dividend on_ the 
Ordinary shares is increased from 15% to 20%, and £105,781 
(£81,303) is carried forward. 


Broom and Wade, Ltd.—Before taxation, and after placing 
£10,000 to pension fund, profits for the year to Sept. 30 last 
amounted to £320,460 compared with £199,903 for the previous 

Taxation requires £206,747 (£148,535), and £50,000 
(£20,000) is placed to general reserve. Ordinary dividend is again 
224%, and £80,033 (£42,730) is carried forward. The Directors’ 
report states that exports have shown a marked increase in volume 
and value during the year. Tonnage output exceeded that of 
1937-38 by 135%. In the first three months of the current finan 
cial year exports show a further increase, which, if maintained for 
the full year, will give export figures approximately 200% higher 
than those for 1937-38. Competition in Continental and other 
Oversea countries, states the Board, necessarily restricts the Com- 
pany’s selling prices and results in a lower profit percentage. 
Power Gas C i Ltd.—Presiding at the 48th ordinary 
general meeting at Harrogate on Jan. 21, Mr. W. Beswick, Chait 
man, in commenting on the consolidated profit and loss statement 
of the group, drew attention to the profit from trading for the 
year of £160,705, as compared with £117,852 for the previous yea. 
Provision has been made for taxation -of £76,020 as agains! 
£35,507 for the previous year. The general reserve was increased 
by £19,050 and £10,000 was set aside for pensions reserves. Aftel 
making allowance for depreciation there remained a credit balance 
of £86,389, from which the Directors recommended the paymenl 
of a dividend of 124%, subject to income tax. The policy of 
building up the group’s technical and design organization had been 
continued, and further works improvements and extensions wert 
in progress. The volume of orders in hand was the largest in 
the experience of the group.

SAFETY IN WELDING 


Under adverse conditions the changing of the electrode or the 
handling of the electrode holder on A.C. transformer type electric arc 
welding plant can be unpleasant, not to say dangerous. The cause 
is, Of course, the relatively high open circuit voltage—usually in the 
nature of 80 or 100 volts—and the fact that alternating current has a 
* freezing ” effect on the muscles of the person concerned. 

The solution is to fit some device which will reduce the voltage 
automatically to a figure low enough to be perfectly harmless within 
a short period after the breaking of the arc. Obviously the drop in 
voltage must not be instantaneous since this would have an adverse 
effect on the welding performance and it is an essential requirement 
of such a device that welding should not be interfered with in any way. 
The full voltage must, however, be immediately available again to 
strike are. In addition, separate leads, controls, &c., must be avoided 
since time must not be lost in the operation. 

To meet these requirements, Murex Welding Processes, Ltd., have 
perfected a simple piece of apparatus which is known as the Murex 
Safety Device for A.C. Welding Equipment. The unit is a timed relay 
device which operates in such a manner that within a fraction of a 
second after the termination of a welding run the voltage at the electrode 
holder is automatically reduced from the normal 80 or 100 volts to 
approximately 30 volts, which is considered safe under even the most 
adverse conditions. The functioning of the device is completely 
automatic and does not require any special technique or manipulation 
on the part of the welding operator. : 

_ The unit is introduced into the secondary circuit of the transformer, 
i.e., between the output side of the self-contained transformer or choke 
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and the electrode holder. The effect of breaking the arc is to set a 
timed relay in operation. At the end of a fraction of a second the 
relay opens, breaking the relay circuit and introducing an auxiliary 
tircuit. The voltage at the electrode holder is then 30 volts. To 
commence welding again the electrode is touched to the work in the 
normal way. This has the effect of causing the auxiliary circuit to 
close the relay instantly. The full welding voltage and current is 
therefore immediately available and the arc can be drawn and welding 
continued. 


STORNOWAY DEMAND EXCEEDS SUPPLY 


Many homes at Stornoway have been temporarily without gas, 
and street lamps have failed in many places. Domestic consumers 
improvized methods of cooking, and those entirely dependent on gas 
were in serious difficulty. In one hotel most of the cooking was done 
on oil stoves. 


Stornoway Gas Light Company explained that the shortage was 
largely due to the heavy increase in demand. Between 1938 and 1947 
annual output of gas increased by practically 100% although there had 
been no increase in capacity of the plant. This puts a heavy strain 
both on the producing plant and the distributing system and con- 
sumers were asked, in their own interests, to be as econcomic as 
possible with the-use of gas. 


Gas was introduced at Stornoway some 100 years ago by a small 
private company, the principal shareholder being the late Sir James 
Matheson. Its progress in its youth was slow, and the present day 
standard of plumbing work and fittings was a long way off, but the 
Company progressed as the years passed, from flat flame burners 
by way of incandescent vertical mantles to the inverted mantles of 
to-day, with a more than corresponding improvement in heating and 
cooking appliances. The method of carbonization until 1932 was 
the horizontal retort with its hand stoking and discharge of coke. 
This has now given place to the vertical retort with automatic stoking 
and discharge of coke. 


In 1888 the undertaking was converted into a limited liability 
company, with the public subscribing to the capital. In 1918 it 
was purchased by the late Viscount Leverhulme as sole owner, and 
additional horizontal retorts and a new holder were erected. The 
price of gas at this time was 13s. 4d. per 1,000 cu.ft. for lighting and 
10s. for heating. In 1923, when Lord Leverhulme left the island, 
he presented the Gas Company to the Lewis Castle Trustees, princi- 
pally to provide revenue for the upkeep of Lewis Castle and policies. 


Subscribed capital of the Company at that time was £4,430. The 
Directors are the Trustees of the Lewis Castle Trust and as such receive 
no financial benefit from their office. It is therefore from a high sense 
of public duty only that they continue to administer the affairs of the 
Company. 

Up till 1932 coal continued to be carbonized by horizontal retorts 
yielding approximately 9,000 cu.ft. of gas per ton of coal. This was 
slightly increased latterly by gas manufactured in a Tully gas plant 
which the Directors were advised to install to augment the supply, 
there being a very acute shortage at that time. This shortage no 
doubt had some influence on the introduction of electricity into the 
island as a public service. Sale of gas at that time was 13,000,000 cu.ft. 
per annum. 


During 1932 the gas-works was re-organized, the old méthod of 
carbonization was abandoned, and vertical retorts by West’s Gas 
Improvement Company were installed. They were entirely successful 
and it is on these two retorts that the supply depends to-day. 


The yield from these retorts is approximately 18,000 cu.ft. per ton 
of coal, and the sale of gas had risen to 28,500,000 cu.ft. in 1947. 
Further plant is urgently needed to cope with the demand, but owing 
to shortage of materials it is estimated that a period of two years will 
elapse before it can be supplied.

Supplies of Coal in Scotland are moving steadily to all classes of 
consumers and the overall position is fairly satisfactory as regards 
delivery. At the gas-works, consignments of fresh coal have been 
arriving regularly, including useful tonnages from the North of 
England. Final main reserves of gas-making plant were brought into 
operation last week at local works, which is three weeks later than a 
year ago. Following the recent requests from the Government for 
maximum economy in the use of oil, only sparing use has been made 
of water gas equipment. 
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COAL ASSESSMENT 


By. R. A. MOTT, D.Sc., F.R.ILC., Filnst. F., 


(A “Gas JourRNAL” Abstract) 


The following is a description of an important paper given by the 
Author to the Yorkshire Section of the Institute of Fuel on Jan 21, 
with abstracts of those passages which are of most importance to the 
gas engineer. 


** Although at the present time the quantity of coal available is of 
more concern to users than its quality, the quality of coal available is a 
factor affecting the location of industries, the possible development 
of those industries, and their economical operation.”” The object 
of the paper is to show the relation between the composition and certain 
properties of different coals and to classify them so that they can be 
selected for suitable purposes. The method is to “ plot the coal 
band ” (1) on axes of carbon and hydrogen and (2) on axes of volatile 
matter and calorific value. The Dulong formula, deriving calorific 
value from ultimate analysis, has been “ perfected,” and a relation 
between ultimate analysis and swelling index has been found by 
statistical methods so that the properties of a given coal can be 
summarized on each chart. 


The paper opens with a review of methods which have been used 
by other and earlier workers. Modern German and French classifica- 
tions are based on volatile content and the degree of caking, swelling 
and fissuring of the coke button in the volatile-matter test. ‘* Un- 
fortunately the descriptions of the coke buttons are difficult to stan- 
dardize, and, since they are affected by the method of carrying out 
the test, the material of the crucible, the rate of heating, and the 
initial levelling of the coal, the agreement between different laboratories 
cannot be very exact.” Frazer in America classified coals on the 
“fuel ratio,’ meaning the ratio “fixed carbon/volatile matter.” 
Dowling, after Parr, adopted the “split volatile ratio,” meaning 
‘* (fixed carbon + 4 volatile matter)/(moisture + 4 volatile matter) ” 
and this was adopted to differentiate between low-rank coals at the 
International Congress of 1913. But in 1935-36 the American Society 
for Testing Materials adopted a classification based on volatile content 
sub-divided according to calorific value. 


The basis of the values used in this classification, and that adopted 
in this paper, is the “ dry mineral-free coal,’’ and expression intro- 
duced by S. W. Parr and calculated from the formulae: 


M=W+11A+01S 
100q/(100 — M) 
= 100[v — 0.1(4A + S)]/(100 — M) 
- 100[A — 0.01 (A — 1.55]/(100 — M) 
C — 100c/(100 — M) + (S — 0.1A)/2 


where Q, V, H, and C denote calorific value, volatile matter, hydrogen 
and carbon on the dry-mineral-free basis (d.m.m.f.), and qg, v, A, and c 
the same characteristics on the air-dried basis. M, A, and S denote 
mineral matter, ash, and sulphur, air-dried basis. (Abstractor’s note: 
W appears to stand for inherent moisture or moisture left after air- 
drying.) 


Reverting to the American (A.S.T.M.) Classification, the author 
recognizes that it has great authority, but he considers it unsatisfactory 
in many respects, one being that it takes no account of ultimate analysis 
to which little importance is attached in America. . The five groups in 
Class II, bituminous coals, in this classification are:

British methods are described with a diagram showing Seyler’s 
classification. Seyler corrected analyses first to the basis moisture, 
ash, and sulphur free, but in 1931 he adopted Parr’s dry mineral- 
matter-free basis. Essentially he classified on a carbon content basis. 
Bituminous coals he divided into three sub-divisions, meta—89 to 
91% C, ortho—87 to 89, para—84 to 87, all with hydrogen ‘content 
5.0 to 5.8%. The simplified classification from ‘* The Efficient 
Use of Fuel” is reproduced: ;

age of the world’s coals and typical vegetation. The coals of Great 
Britain belong to the oldest period shown, the carboniferous period 
of the paleozoic era. 


The formula used for the calculation of calorific value, for coals 

containing up to 15% of oxygen, is 
Q = 144.54 C + 610.2 H — 62.50 

where Q is calorific value in B.Th.U./Ib., C is carbon, H is hydrogen, 
and O oxygen per cent., all on the dry mineral-matter-free (Parr) 
basis. “If a calculated calorific value does not agree within 100 
B.Th.U. [? with calorimeter—(Abstractor)] the ultimate analysis 
should be suspected and repeated.” 


In a previous paper the author has shown that C, H, and V for bright 
bituminous coals are related in the formula 
V=12.6H+ 1.20 — 41.8 
For bituminous durains with 4.5 to 5.5% H, V is approximately 
3.4% higher than for bright coals of the same composition, while 
for fusains the equation is V = 4H + 1.20 — 65. 


Swelling power of bright coals develops as C increases from 79 
and decreases from 92°. Analyzing the several tests for this property 
the conclusion is reached that the B.S. Crucible Swelling Number 
(formerly the Woodall-Duckham Swelling Number) is the simplest 
and speediest. It is related to analysis by the formula 

n = 15.4 — 1.22 O/(H — 4.3) 9° 
where vn is the Swelling Number. 


Part III consists of studies of the composition of coals in different 
countries. It is illustrated by elaborate diagrams of the coal bands of 
American, British, and European coals plotted each on the two sets 
of ordinates C.H and Q.V. The term “ volatile displacement ”’ is 
introduced to express the difference between determined and calculated 
volatile matter. Its value for British coals is negative for F.R.B. 
seam sections, ranging from 0.5 for South Yorkshire to 4.2 for North 
Wales, while it runs up to a positive value of 1.4 for South Yorkshire 
commercial grades floated at 1.35 sp. gr. The percentages of durain 
and fusain in the several coals are analyzed with their effects on volatile 
displacement. For inclusion on the charts analyses were accepted 
only if it did not exceed 2.0, usually negative. The similarly allowab'e 
error in calorific value was 300 B.Th.U. There is a long discussion 
on the effect of durain and fusain on the analysis of the different types 
of coal. The presence of fusain is particularly to be avoided in 
classifying coals. Nearly 1,000 analyses are plotted. (We omit the 
studies of European and coals of other countries which are also as 
fully charted as data permit.) 


It is noticeable in all the coal bands that calorific values are sensibly 
equal for volatile matter content ranging from 15 to 30%. For 
example, on the V.Q chart for British coals the coal band is nearly 
— over this range of V, extending over the range 15,500 to 16,000 

or Q. 


Part IV relates specifically to Classification and introduces the 
author’s Own system—which is to be known as Mott’s Classification. 
the reason for which is explained in a footnote accepting personal 
responsibility. The complete range is tabulated. The Group “ High- 
Volatile Bituminous ” is of interest to the gas engineer. Its range is 
from 31 to 37% V and 15,750 to 14,000 B.Th.U. Q. It is divided 
into eight divisions, A to H (H being below 14,000) in steps of 250 
B.Th.U., and sub-divided into two or three steps of volatile matter 
—all on the dry mineral-free (Parr) basis. This classification is 
superimposed.by rectangles on the coal-band charts. 

To illustrate the use of the classification we quote: 

‘* The most prized gas coals for vertical retorts are nut sizes o! 
high volatile C and D, and B(2). Nut sizes as low in rank as G(3) 
can be carbonized, but give low thermal yields and the coke contains 
much breeze. Coals A(1) and (2), and B(1) should preferably be mixed 
with coals of lower rank, &c.”’

In his conclusion the author claims that “‘a common system of 
classifying coals all over the world would do much to help research 
workers in different parts of the world to understand work carried out 
on coals in different coalfields, would simplify the recording of the 
world’s coal resources, and would reduce the confusion which now 
exists among users of coal in defining the qualities they require. . . . 
The ideal classification . . . is one which combines scientific accuracy 
with such simplicity as suits commercial needs.” 


FLOODS IN THE MIDLANDS 


As briefly reported in the ‘‘ JourNAL”’ last week, recent floods in 
the Midlands caused a suspension of gas supply at Bewdley. Flood 
water rose to such a height that it entered the retorts and put out fires. 
The N.F.S. pumped continuously for three days until the water had 
subsided to floor level, and gas supplies were resumed after a further 
six days. 

The house of Mr. H. C. Gazely, the Engineer, was flooded to a 
depth of 2 ft., which was not so bad as in February last year, when 
water inside the house was 3 ft. 8 in. deep. 

The Kidderminster Gas Company, under the direction of Mr. P. 
Dougall, Engineer, Manager, and Secretary (President of the Midland 
Association of Gas Engineers and Managers), rendered assistance by 
sending a foreman and all the labour that could be spared to Bewdley, 
a service much appreciated in view of the fact that the Bewdley Gas 
Company was at the time of the flooding already suffering from a 
labour shortage. 

Floods were also experienced at Bridgnorth, but thanks to precau- 
tions which had been taken by Mr. S. R. Bennett, who took over the 
office of Engineer and Manager last June, the supply of gas was not 
interrupted. In view of previous flood experiences walls had been 
built to hold out the main flood water, with the result that such water 
as seeped in was more readily controlled and the main flood water 
was prevented from entering the works. Mr. Bennett appreciated the 
reconnaissance service rendered by the N.F.S. while flood water 
was rising, and their assistance in pumping operations, which enabled 
the Gas Department to surmount its difficulties and maintain an 
uninterrupted gas supply. 


GAS DEVELOPMENT IN SOUTH WALES 


There has just been published the second of a series of Command 
Papers “* intended to provide a factual basis for a review of the Govern- 
ment’s activities in Wales and Monmouthshire.” (Cmd. 7267, 
H.M. Stationery Office, price 2s. net.) It relates to the year ended 
June 30, 1947. 

The setting up of new factories in South Wales, states the Paper, 
has created a large demand for gas for process work and for heating 
workshops and offices. It was realized that extensions and renovations 
of production plants at gas-works would not meet the demand, and 
the Ministry of Fuel and Power in September, 1946, set up two Gas 
Working Parties to formulate schemes for the distribution of large 
supplies of coke oven gas. 

One, the Western Working Party, has prepared a scheme for the 
distribution of coke oven gas made available from the coke ovens 
associated with the new steel works at Margam and from the conversion 
to oil firing of the existing steel-melting shops at Margam, and also 
from the Tondu coke ovens. This provides for a gas grid with mains 
from Port Talbot to Neath, thence probably to Swansea, Llanelly, and 
Ammanford, and includes a main from Port Talbot to Bridgend 
to meet the needs of the Bridgend Trading Estate, with a link from the 
Tondu ovens and a branch to Porthcawl. Capital and operating 
costs of distribution to the gas undertakings have been calculated 
and work on the Port Talbot-Bridgend main has begun. The scheme 
should provide ample gas supplies for the industrial and household 
needs of the Development Area west of Bridgend. 

Ample gas supplies are assured for the Cardiff area by the supply to 
the Cardiff Gas Light and Coke Company of coke oven gas from the 
Cardiff works of Guest, Keen, Baldwins Iron and Steel Co., Ltd. 
Oil will be substituted for the gas now used in the steel melting shop 
and up to 10 million cu.ft. of gas per day will thus be available to the 
Cardiff Gas Company. The work of laying the main from the steel- 
works to the gas-works is nearing completion. Some of the gas will 
go to Newport through a main now being laid. 

The task of the Eastern Working Party was to prepare a scheme for 
the distribution of coke oven gas from the coke ovens to be built at 
Nantgarw, which, it is estimated, will make some 10 million cu.ft. 
of gas per day available for distribution to gas undertakings in East 
Glamorgan and Monmouthshire. The scheme provides for a gas 
gtid with mains from Nantgarw to Cardiff, from Nantgarw to Caer- 
philly, Bedwas, and Newport, and from Nantgarw to Pontypridd, 
Mountain Ash, and Aberdare, linking back through Merthyr and 
Dowlais to Bargoed and Caerphilly. There will be connexion with 
a further main to Pontypool which will also connect with Ebbw Vale, 
Tredegar, and Dowlais. : 

The hydrogen plant at Dowlais is being converted to make town 
&as to provide adequate supplies for the new industrial demands in 
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the Merthyr area. This gas will be conveyed to the Merthyr gas-works 
for distribution to the Pentrebach and Cyfarthfa factories, with a 
connexion to the Bargoed coke ovens. 

The new gas-works at Pontypool should be completed by the end 
of 1948 and will ensure adequate gas supplies for that area. Mean- 
while the conversion of the hydrogen plant at Cwmbran will ease 
the load on the Pontypool gas-works. 

An additional battery of coke ovens is being built at Coedely and 
will provide a large quantity of gas for the Rhondda and meet any 
new demands in the Llantrisant area. 


ELECTRICITY PRICES—A FRENCH PROTEST 


In the issue of Le Monde of Jan. 10 it is mentioned that the Federa- 
tion of Electricity Consumers of France has held, in the presence of 
journalists, an information meeting dealing with the increase in the 
price of electricity. The following is translated from that issue: 

In the domestic grate, in the homes of the workers, in industry, and 
even in agriculture, the rise will have important repercussions. On 
the average the price per kWh compared with that ruling in 1939 is 
increased not by a coefficient of 8 (which only applies to the first lighting 
load) but by a coefficient varying from 12 to 15 according to circum- 
stances. 

It is understood that the new price includes part of the cost of 
modernization of the electrical plant. The sums thus collected will 
take the place of a loan, but with the funds deliberately lost to the 
subscribers. And the need of laying out considerable capital quickly 
seems to have weighed heavily in the computation of the finance. 
How much does this portion amount to exactly? If the consumers 
knew this, they could deduce by subtraction the cost of the improve- 
ments. 

The new tariff, which for many consumers is of an almost prohibitive 
character, could be justified strictly if the production of electrical 
energy was very much below the demand. But the development of 
consumption which became apparent three years ago did not follow 
anticipations. And two weeks of mild wet weather have sufficed to 
permit a considerable amelioration of electricity cuts. Is it logical, 
as a measure to increase production, to impose charges which deter 
users from consuming electricity ? 

Those managing the French National Electricity Authority, who 
have undertaken the task of providing in the shortest possible time 
the total maximum requirements of consumers, surely should not 
disregard the commercial aspect of this question. Technical men, 
moreover, should have commercial sense. 

We know also, declared M. Rene Mayer, that to limit the rise in 
the tariff of gas, an equal distribution has been made between its 
net cost and that of electricity. The new price of electricity per kWh 
is also related to the difference between the cost per cubic metre of gas 
and its sale price. ,

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GAS CENTRAL HEATING IN HOTELS — 


N the Southport Gas Department’s Demonstration Room this 
month Mr. E. G. Brooks, of Messrs. Thomas Potterton (Heating 
Engineers), Ltd., gave a talk to the Southport and District Plumbers’ 

Association on the use of gas for central heating and hot water supply 
in hotels, stressing how the elimination of labour in stoking and 
removal of ash made such schemes particularly attractive to hoteliers. 
The talk was preceded by a luncheon at the Prince of Wales Hotel. 

Slides illustrating the correct methods of installing and flueing gas 
cental heating appliances were shown, together with examples of well 
equipp:d boiler houses such as are to be found at 10, Downing Street, 
the Odeon, Leicester Square, Lambeth Town Hall, &c. A film, “ It 
Comes from Coal,” was shown to emphasize the value to the nation 
to be obtained when coal is processed at the gas-works rather than 
burnt wastefully on solid fuel boilers with only semi-skilled stokers. 

At another meeting during the month Messrs. Thomas Potterton 
entertained the Southport Hoteliers’ and Boarding House Keepers’ 
Association. On this occasion Mr. Brooks emphasized how fortunate 
the hotelieres were to have gas available for central heating purposes 
at 6d. per therm (less 5% for prompt payment) and how at this price 
gas was undoubtedly the most attractive fuel available. 

Running costs of hotels in the Torquay area using gas boilers were 
given, together with slides to show the class of hotel, the figures being 
reduced to a cost per bedroom. Particular interest was aroused in 
connexion with schemes including gas fired hot water storage sets 
where the running costs per bedroom with an efficiently designed system 
are extremely low. 


The hot water supply at the Headland Hotel, Torquay, is 
provided by two Potterton Rex D, 5-section, boilers.

AMONG THE JUNIORS 


The January number of “* Gas,” our monthly record of the British 
Junior Gas Associations, published this week, includes two papers 
dealing with manufacture and distribution problems—one on the use 
of instruments and the other on the use of electricity in the Gas 
Industry—and two on the utilization side—one on the present 
position and future prospects of gas lighting, and the other on domestic 
appliances. 


Cn the Works 


The use of instruments for gas manufacture and distribution is 
dealt with by A. Lees, of Negretti and Zambra, Ltd., in a paper 
to the Scottish Junior Gas Association (Eastern District). While 
he speaks from the angle of the maker of the instruments employed 
he shows an intimate understanding of the problems arising in the 
use Of instruments in modern gas-works practice, and stresses that 
correct interpretation of the results recorded by instruments is a 
sine qua non to their use. Most people, he says, assume that once 
an instrument is fitted it will continue to function without any 
attention whatever throughout the rest of its life. Regular and 
skilled maintenance is, however, essential to ensure reliable results. 
Where the instrument installation is small use should be made of the 
maintenance service provided by the various instrument makers. 

In his paper on “ Electricity: Its Use in the Gas Industry” to 
the Midland Junior Gas Association, J. C. Milne, Chief Rectifier 
Engineer to the Electric Construction Co., Ltd., Wolverhampton, 
follows up in many respects the paper which G. M. Rimmer, Chief 
Electrical Engineer of the City of Birmingham Gas Department, 
presented to the 1947 meeting of the Institution of Gas Engineers. 
The advantages of electricity for use in a gas-works, he says, must 
be obvious even to the most biased gas engineer. Its great advantage 
over gas is that it can be transformed from one voltage or pressure 
to another very easily, and a great deal of power can be carried in a 
very small wire by increasing the voltage or pressure. It is therefore 
easy to convey large amounts of power from one point to another 
through the medium of comparatively small cables, and in gas-works 
this is extremely useful. The paper goes on to describe the main 
characteristics of electrical plant employed in the Gas Industry, 
with special reference to conversion plant, power drives, and electro- 
static tar precipitation. ‘‘ There is great competition between the 
gas and electricity supply authorities,” says the author. “In the 
past many hard words have been spoken by both sides, and even 
to-day some gas undertakings will not use electricity. Most gas 
showrooms at the moment are fitted with electric lighting, and the 
gas engineer is more and more realizing the possibilities of the use 
of electricity, while the electrical engineer is certainly appreciating 
e use of gas, more especially when he sees his electricity bills for 

eating.” 


The Utilization Side 


The London and Southern Junior Gas Association is fortunate in 
adding to its transactions a paper on “* Gas Lighting: Present Position 
and Future Prospects,” by L. T. Minchin, who was for some years 
engaged on lighting research at Watson House and is now a consultant. 
The author confesses that it was with some trepidation that he 
embarked on the paper, since gas lighting is not a very popular subject 
to-day. It is, he says, much more comfortable to contemplate 
enormous industrial gas loads, which can be had almost without 
asking, and to put out of one’s mind the patient street lamp shining 
on the corner of the street, where it has shone for the past 100 years. 
But an industry cannot afford to base its interest solely on financial 
profit, important though it be, and it is high time that a little more 
thought was given to this. silent watchdog, this inanimate policeman 
which has served the public so faithfully. ‘‘ Let us,” he concludes, 
“as an industry, set ourselves the target of high pressure efficiency 
with low pressure gas by the end of three years. That may be done 
without much fundamental research, but if further real progress is 
to be made, research is essential. If the next few years see a sub- 
stantial advance in luminous efficiency, it is reasonable to hope that 
the century-old association of the words ‘ gas’ and ‘light’ will not 
be broken.” 

“ Concerning Domestic Gas Appliances ”’ is the title of a paper by 
A. Winter, Superintendent of the Meter and Stove Department of the 
Leeds Gas Department, presented to the Yorkshire Junior Gas Asso- 
ciation. Some of the efforts made by undertakings to maintain 
feasonable standards have, he says, been negatived by the free sale 
and installation of sub-standard appliances by mushroom firms. The 
old conception of a gas fitter as a semi-skilled piperunner is now 
wide of the mark. He has become much more of a precision worker, 
whose knowledge and skill with the appliances he installs are as 
important as that he displays on the pipework up to the appliance. 

The issue also contains a report of the visit which the London Juniors 
Paid to the research and development laboratories of De La Rue Gas 
Development, Ltd., at Elstree, on Jan. 14—a visit so popular that a 
Tepeat visit had to be arrangéd for Jan. 28.

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TWO PICTURES FROM HOTELYMPIA 


The photograph on the right shows one 
aspect of the handsome British Gas Council 
stand that formed one of the principal centres 
of attraction at the recent Hotel, Restaurant 
and Catering Exhibition at Olympia. Finished 
in cream and with blue lettering, the stand 
was designed not only to show off examples 
of the finest gas equipment, but to serve as 
an efficient but informal information bureau 
where those interested could rest in comfort 
and discuss their problems.

PIPE DETECTION SIMPLIFIED 


In the ideal gas undertaking in which exact records are kept of 
every main and service laying operation there probably should be no 
need for the application of scientific methods to the detection of 
buried pipes, but as few if any undertakings have yet attained per- 
fection it is good to know that there is available an accurate and 
extremely simple device for that purpose. Since we referred in the 
** JOURNAL ” of June 12, 1946, to the “* Cintel’’ metal detector 
developed by Cinema-Television, Ltd., Worsley Bridge Road, Lower 
Sydenham, S.E.26, a large number of gas and water undertakings 
have adopted the appliance, with highly satisfactory results. 


The detector was one of a dozen interesting instruments—timers, 
counters, recorders, chronometers, cathode ray tubes, photo-electric 
cells, &c.—displayed and demonstrated at a Press view last week 
at Brettenham House, London. Originally conceived as a means of 
detecting metal in timber and foreign matter in agricultural work, 
the detector is the result of a long period of research by the Com- 
pany’s engineers, the Company having been engaged among other 
activities during the war years in the production of land mine and 
bomb detectors. 


The detector comprises a search head with handle, amplifier box 
with battery, and headphones, all three of which are connected by

The stand of Radiation (Large Cooking 
Equipment), Ltd., situated next door to the 
British Gas Council stand, was one of the 
most attractive in the exhibition, containing 
a representative display of high grade cooking 
equipment for all sections of ‘the catering 
trade.

leads. The apparatus, which is readily portable and weatherproof, 
is built to withstand hard usage and is very simple in operation, 
there being only one control knob for adjusting to working conditions. 

Working under normal conditions the detector will locate accurately 
to within an inch or two, 6 in. pipes and other metal equipment buried 
up to approximately 2 ft. 9 in., below the surface of the ground, and 
will detect even small pieces of magnetic and non-magnetic metal 
embedded in timber or otherwise concealed to a depth of about 9 in. 
Indication of the presence of metal is given by a distinctive note in 
the headphones. The whole appliance is contained in a strong wooden 
case for storage and transport. The weight of the amplifier, normally 
carried by the operator by means of a shoulder strap, is 64 lb. and the 
overall dimensions of the case for the complete instrument are 333 in. 
long, 93 in. broad, and 11% in. high. 

For tracing pipes, &c., buried up to 30 ft. below the ground surface 
but exposed at any one point there is an oscillator which will trace 
pipes for considerable distances dependent on the size of the pipe and 
the depth at which it is buried. Under normal conditions a 6 in. 
pipe buried 3 ft. below the surface of the ground can be traced withoul 
difficulty for a distance of 200 to 300 yards each way from the point 
at which the oscillator is connected. The depth at which a pipe | 
buried can also be determined by the detector with a considerable 
degree of accuracy, and the line of a pipe plotted irrespective of the 
presence of other pipes, &c., laid adjacently.

'GAS STOCKS AND SHARES 


British Funds were marked down rather 
sharply on Thursday following the announce- 
ment of the terms of the new Australian 
loan to replace the New South Wales 54%, 
1947-57. Earlier in the week the interna- 
tional political situation and the re-opening 
of Parliament had been restraining factors. 
Business in industrial shares, however, 
was fairly active, with the majority of price 
changes in favour of holders. In the week 
up to the close of business on Thursday 
evening the number of dealings recorded 
on the London Stock Exchange was 53,133 
against 50,544 for the previous week. 

The outstanding event in the gas stock 
market was, of course, the presentation of 
the Gas Nationalization Bill in the House of 
Commons on Wednesday night. The Bill 
provides for the establishment of Area Gas 
Boards and a Gas Council, the co-ordination 
of the activities of the Area Boards and the 
National Coal Board relating to carboniza- 
tion and the amendment of the law relating 
to the price of gas. It is intended to com- 
plete the Government’s scheme for bringing 
all the country’s fuel and power resources 
under State control. There are 1,121 gas 
undertakings affected, of which 477 are 
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statutory companies, 284 owned by local 
authorities, and the balance of 360 are non- 
Statutory undertakings. Authorized stocks 
and share capital of the statutory companies 
totals £122,300,000, of which £109,400,000 
has been issued. The impending publication 
of the Bill stimulated activity in gas shares, 
and the total number of dealings during the 
week increased from 353 to 364. With 
very few exceptions all the price changes were 
upward, although some of the top figures 
reached in the earlier part of the week were 
not maintained. Gas Light and Coke 
Ordinary, for example, touched 23s. 74d., 
but finished the week unchanged at 23s. 3d.
